DRUG ABUSE CLINIC 


The Santa Clara County Mental 
Health Department has added a Drug A- 
buse Clinic to its services. Dr. Alex 
Monto, Director of the program, and 
Robert Campos, Special Drug Abuse Con¬ 
trol Coordinator, have formed a program 
that includes both inpatient and outpatient 
care. 

According to Mr. Monto, "The 
drug problem in Santa Clara County is 
Methadrine, or Speed, as it is called on 
the streets. We' re concerned because 
of the hepatitis factor and the psycholo¬ 
gical addiction." Dr. Monto further 
stated that there has been a real shift in 
drug abuse from the hallucigenic drugs 
to stimulants. 

"The emphasis of the program is 
on outpatient care, although there are 
some inpatient facilities". He went on to 
explain, "Our program for drug abuse 
is part of the Alcoholism program. They 
have similar problems." 

Robert Campos, commenting on 
the need for such a program, stated, 
"Twenty-five to thirty persons come 
through our program per week. Drug 
abuse, particularly methadrine, is 
quickly becoming the number one drug 
problem in the county. It used to be that 
the drug problem was concentrated in 
such areas as the Haight-Asbury in San 
Francisco, but the problem of drugs has 
moved out into the suburbs and has be¬ 
come diffused over large areas. Drug 
abuse doesn't recognize class, income 
or education. It is one of the bigger prob¬ 
lems of our time." 

In the program both inpatient and 
outpatient therapy is intense, designed 
to change the life-style of those people 
with a drug problem. The therapy used 
in the program is a confrontation tech¬ 
nique that was developed at Mendocino 
State Hospital and Synanon House, an or¬ 
ganization dealing exclusively with drug 
addicts. 

"I like to think of it as 'gut-level' 
therapy," Campos stated." We form what

we call encounter groups where each 
member must come to grips with the 
forces in his personality that is the root 
cause of the drug problem. Each mem¬ 
ber of the group is open to interpretation 
and attack from any other member. That 
includes the therapist as well." Campos 
was quick to add, "of course, there is 
no criticism without alternatives being 
offered." 

Dr. Monto, commenting on the 
future of the program stated there would 
be expansion. "The future plans include 
one or two nurses as well as mental 
health aides. The aides will come from 
the socio-economic groups with a high 
incident of drug abuse. This means ex¬ 
addicts will be helping those still involved 
with drugs. This approach has proved 
very successful in treating the drug a- 
buser." 

Mr. Campos sees the county prog¬ 
ram as one that will work closely with 
the community. "A drug abuse clinic 
simply can't operate in a vacuum. To be 
successful it must have interaction with 
the community. It is a community prob¬ 
lem and requires a community effort. 
That means involvement on the parts of 
various groups." 

This new program, and others 
like it, demonstrates the expanding ser¬ 
vices handled by the county as the county 
moves into the one million population 
mark.

A likely Mexican-American As¬ 
semblyman in November is Alex Garcia, 
Democratic nominee in the 40th As¬ 
sembly District.

Alex 
Garcia is acknowledged by most political 
observers to be a virtual shoo-in. In¬ 
teresting to note he was not endorsed by 
MAPA.
